Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—{ Special. }—By 
the action of the senate teday in passing the 
Borah dil, @ comprehensive investigation of 
the relations of capital and labor will be un- 
dertaken by the federal government.

_ is university, and Allen Burns of Pittsburgh 
and other social settlement workers. 

* he result, it is hoped, will aid in solving 
he tremendous problems confronting the 
gate and nation, and to facilitate the adop- 
tion of policies which will prevent strikes 
god lockouts or enable their prompt settle- 
pent, and place capital and labor in more 
sstisfactory touch with each other. 


Commission of Nine. 
The investigation is to be conducted by @ 
.gommission of nine persons to be appointed 
by President Taft, and with the advice and 
donsent of the senate. If the appointments be 
high-class men and women, the investiga- 
tion will produce prolific resultg. If they 
should not be, then it will be a failure. 
Representative Fitzgerald of New York, the 
representative of Tammany in the house of 
pepresentatives, added a provision to the 
housé bill which was stricken out by the sen- 
sie, that men interested in the investigation 
my Woul@ have made it innocuous. He pro- 
posed that no person employed by the com- 
mission should be paid compensation “at a 
rate in excess of three thousand dollars per 
annum.” Experts could not have been ob- 
tained for any such figure. 

The commission will comprise three repre- 
sentatives of capital, three representatives of 
labor, probably one settlement worker and 
& member-cf the senate and a member of the 
house 3° pa 

‘May Not Name Miss Addams. 

The names ‘under consideration at this time 
are those of Senator Borah of Idaho and 
Representative Hughes of New Jersey, who 
introduced the bill in the senate and house 
respectively; Miss Jane Addams, who may 
not be appointec because she has become 
affiliated with the Progressive party; John 
Mitchell, and John Hays Hammond. 

Extensive powers are gtanted to the com- 
mission under the bill, which will receive the 
president's a>proval in a few days. It lg 
guthorized to hold public hearings anywhere

papers, to administer oaths, to summon and 
‘compe! the attendance of witnesses, and to 
employ such secretaries, experts, stenogra- 
phere and other assistants as may be neces- 
sary,

of the United States to get the information

The suspicion that Chief of Police Me- 
Weeny takes orders from some of the big 
Ward politicians was strengthened yesterday 
afternoon when Boss “ Barney "’ Grogan 
again loomed into view as a power behind 
the police chief's throne. : 

Two of “Barney's “ satellites” were ar- 
rested early in the day and taken to the Des- 
Plaines street police station. Grogan went 
to their succor in a taxi. He found that one 
of them had not been booked, so that he 
could not be released on bail. This made the 
west side boss angry. 

“ I will get you for this,’’ he is said to have 
told the men in the station as he rushed to a 
telephone. A few moments later the friend 
of Grogan had been formally booked by order 
of Chief McWeeny and City Prosecutor James 
S. McInerney. Then thé boss gave bail for 
both of his friends, 


Investigation of Crowley Case Asked. 

About the same time Mayor Harrison re- 
ceived a letter from the Gaufield Park Pro- 
tective association asking him to investigate 
the report printed in THE TRIBUNE that 
Policeman Frank J. Crowley was reduced by 
Chief McWeeny ten days ago at the behest 
of Boss Grogan after Crowley had helped 
wt neg slayer found hidden in the bogs’ 

n. 


Grogan occupied thd ‘limelight started when 
Bert Reed, a patrolman ordered trarisferred 
gome time ago by the bogs, but retained at 
the Desplaines street station until. he had 
finished a dynamiting investigation, arrested 
William Walte, a teamster. ' ' 

Waite was taken on a werrant charging 
malicious mischief sworn out. by Patrick 
Flaherty, a teaming contractor, whose barn 


is an. employé of Clarence White, also a 
teaming contractor, who has been arrested in 
connection with the same dynamiting out- 
rage, White is market master of the west 
side market and a “ pal’ of Grogan. Waite 
was taken to the Station. ‘ 


Boss Grogan to the Rescue. 
Within a few minutes Grogan arrived and 
demanded the releate of the men. White al- 
ready had been booked on charwes of resist- 
ing a policeman and disorderly conduct and 
was allowed to go on bond. After the myste- 


McWeeny and Grdégan's west side political 
ally, Prosecutor McInerney, ordered Waite's 
release on bonds. It had been the intention 
of. the police to hold the man until morning 
without booking in order that he might be 
qutstioned concerning the dynamiting plot 
against Flaherty. 

The chief could not be reached last night, 
but Capt. Meagher of the Derplaines street 
station said his superior did telephone and 
ask if White had been booked. The captain 
said he was in his office and heard no alterca- 
tion in the desk sergeant’s room where Gro- 
gan made his demands. 

Desk Sergeant Frank Troy refused to talk 
about the matter when asked what conversa- 
tion he had with the boss. 


Grogan Talks. of Situation. 

Grogan said he had not been in Chief Mc- 
Weeny's office for six weeks, - 

‘It's all a lie, that story about there being 
any' trouble at the station,’’ he said, ‘‘ or that 
there Was any quarrel between me and the 
police. I was called up over in town and 
was told that White and another fellow had 
been arrested, and I went right over to the 
station. I gave bonds fer them and that 
was the end of it.” 

The dynamiting of Flaherty's barn occurred 
just after White’s teams had been ordered 
dropped from city work on the west side and 
their places filled with teams: belonging to 


Flaherty.

MASSACRE STORY 
~ STIRS HISTORIA 
Chicago Socloty Decides Not to 


Publish Fort Dearborn His- 
tory of Prof. Qualfe. 


ASSAILS MRS, KINZIE’S BOOK 


Who was really to blame for the Fort Dear- 
born massacre which occurred just 100 yeare 
ago yesterday? 

The question has caused a ruction in the 
Chicago Histqrical society, which has reached 
a decision not to publish the history of the 
killing of seventy-six persons which has 
been prepared after years of research by 
Prof, Milo Milton Quaife of the Lewis insti- 
tute. The professor Will publish his own 
history, which he affirms is the only true one. 

Some members of the committee on pub- 
Heations of the society call the teacher's 
book ‘‘ too personal.'’ In it he differs widely 
in several incidents with Mrs. Joh H. Kinale, 
the author of ‘‘ Wah-Bun,” a history of early 
Illinots, patticularly Chicago. In fact, the 
professor o4lis false many events which Mrs. 
Kinzie chranicles. / 

Mrs. Kinzie helped her husband build the 
first Yesidence in Chicago. They were the 
pioneers. And the Kinzie family stands high 
inthe esteem of the Historical society. There 
is an impoftant collection of relics of early 
Chicago in| the exhibite of the society which 
hag been loaned by the family. 

Words of Order in Dispute. 

“Tn ‘Wau-Bun’ Mrs. Kinzie takes the 
position that Capt. Nathan Heald, com- 
mander of Fort Dearborn when the mas- 
sacre occurred, received an order frorh his 
superior, stationed at Sandwich, to evacuate 
‘4 practical.’. The entire controversy arose 
over the two words, ‘if practical.’ Events 
have shown that the evacuation was not 
practical. | 

“The order was as follows: 

“ Sandwich, July 29, 1812.—Capt. Nat. 
Heald.—Sir: It is with regret I order 
the evacuation of your post owing to the 
want of provisions, only a neglect of the 
commandant of {word ineligible, possibly 

» Detroit}. 

‘‘You will therefore destroy all arms 
and ammunition, but the goode of the 
factory you may give to the friendly In- 
dians who may be desirous of escorting 
you on to Fort Wayne, and to the poor 
and neefly of your post. I am informed 
this that Mackinaw and the island 
of St. Joseph will be evacuated’ on ac- 
count of the scarcity of provisions, and I 
hope in my next to give you an account 
of the purrendér of the British at Mal- 
den, as I expect 600 men here by the be- 
ginning of September. I am, sir, yours, 
etc, Bric. Gen. HULL.

Scores “Dead March” Story. 

In -* Wau-Bun” it is told that when the 
little band left the fort the musicians played 
a dead march. Of this Prof. Quaife has to 
say: f 

“The dead march story is not worthy‘ of 
serious Consideration; the same is true of the 
narrative of the death of Capt. Wells; the 
story of Mrs. Helm's romantic rescue by 
Black Partridge is probably largely fictitious, 
and that of the rescue of Mrs. Heald by Mrs. 
Kinzie is certainly entirely so.”’ 

All these incidents are recorded in “ Wau- 
Bun.”’. Mra. Kinzie’s husband was a half 
sister of Mrs. Helm. In the pamphlet the 
professor gives this opinion of Mrs. Kinzie's 
work; : 

“The conclusion seems justified that Mrs. 
Kinzie’'s narrative of the massacre is so 
unreliable as to be unworthy of credence, 
except when corroborated by other evidence; 
the true history, therefore, remains to be 
written.’’ 


Won’t Publish Book. . 

President Thomas Dent of the historical 
society said last night thet the society had 
decided not to publish the professor's book. 

Nathan W. MacChesney in his address at 
the society’s hall last night defended the 
action of Capt. Heald, who, he said, acted 
like a soldier. 

Mrs. Wright Johnson of New York, grand- 
daughter of Capt. Heald, who came here to 
attend the centennial, asserted the captain 
was brevetted a major after the masesacre. 

*‘He told my father that a soldier's first 
duty always was obedience,” she asserted. 
** In quitting the fort a century ago today he 
obeyed orders, that's all."’

‘FOOLHARDY,’ SAYS CAPTAIN 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 16.—[{Special.]— 
Nat C. Goodwin, comedian, was injured to- 
day by being thrown from a boat off Rocky 
Point, about twenty miles north of Santa 
Monica, as a result of accepting a dare of- 
fered by a girl who was in the boat party. 

It was first reported that he was fatally 
hurt. Late tonight physicians at St. Cath- 
erine’s hospital, Santa Monica, said his in- 
juries were slight and that he would be out 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Goodwin organized the party and 
chartered a launch from Capt. Hyder of 
Santa Monica, saying he wanted to locate a 
place for a new beach resort. Marjorie More- 
land, an actress who has béen In Goodwin's 
companies for several years, was said to be 
the woman in the party. Capt. Hyder was in 
command. When the launch reached the 
coast off Rocky Point Miss Moreland [if she 
was the woman] pointed to a high cliff and 
said: 

“There's an Indian lives in a hut on thet 
cliff and I want to send @ note to him.’’ 


Captain Calle It Foolhardy. 

She scribbled a note on the border of a 
piece of newspaper and Nat said he would 
take the note. As he pulled up the smal! boat 
from the stern the actress said she would 
aecompany him ashore. Capt. Hyder, how- 
ever, put his foot down and said it was fool- 
hardy. Goodwin insisted on going, but Hy- 
der would not let the girl accompany him. 

Alone, Goodwin pushed off the launch, and 
with an oar which he used as a paddie, he 
tried to make.a ijianding through the surf, 
which was running unusually high. No 
boat could live in the surf even handled by 
an expert, and Capt. Hyder said afterward 
that he told Goodwin it was a most des- 
perate thing to do. 

As the boat reached the breakers line it 
was overturned. Goodwin was thrown upon 
the shore and stunned. With the next roll

said Hyder, ‘‘ and I could not stop his going. 
I did forbid the gir! going, and would have 
uséd force to stop her if it had been neces- 
sary. 

“In an instant Goodwin was in the surf and 
his boat was capsized.

Her critic was Miss Margaret Talbot, an 
elderly woman who had caused her arrest. 

Mrs. Brown had evicted Miss Talbot by 
force from the Brown residence. Miss Talbot 
accused the widow of having kept personal 
articles which she valued at $1,000. 

Mre. Brown last night admitted the real 
reason which hed brought two once firm 
friends into the policecourt. Her admisston 
was made with reluctance. 

“ Miss Talbot was taken into my home be- 
cause she needed some one to care for her,” 
said Mrs. Brown. “ She lived there as my 
guest until 190. Then I planned a trip to 
California and took Miss Talbot with me. 
Everybody knows that my husband and I 
had been long separated—that we were not 
reconciled, in fact, until the time of his death. 


Seed of Suspicion Sown. 

“On that trip to California I found that 
some one had sowed the seed of suspicion in 
my husband’s heart. He suspected me of 
things on whigh I need not dwell. Miss Ta)- 
bot, I learned, while ostensibly my compan- 
ion, had actepted the commtszion from Mr. 
Brown to assume the role of detective. 

“It was while we were in California that 
[I learned this. I hurried back to Chicago. 
Miss Talbot I left behind. I did not tell her 
at the time what I knew. In fact, I never 
have told her. But she was no longer a wel- 
come guest in my house. She has made nu- 
merous visits to Chicago since then. 

*‘ Just before the death of Mr. Brown we 
talked things over at the Chicago. Athletic 
association. He was glad and so was I that 
many things which had caused us suffering 
were explained. A few days ago Miss Talbot 
came to Chicago from California. The suf- 
fering of years led me to do what I did—she 
was forcibly ejected frem the house.” 


Twelve Trunks in Court. 

Miss Talbot came from California last week 
to begin her action against Mrs. Brown on a 
charge of larceny as bailee of twelve trunks 
filled with clothing, besides a half carioad 
of other articles. During most of the aftter- 
noon Miss Talbot occupted the witness chair 
in Justice Boyer’s céurt. She told of the 
raid she made in the company of three police- 
men and armed with a search warrant on the 
Brown. premises. 

After hearing her account of the trouble 
the justice refused to discharge Mrs.: Brown 
without a further hearing, which will be thie 
afternoon at 4 o'clock.

As a result, the bill will be taken in hand 
tomorrow morning, shorn of ‘one provision 
to which the president objected—fixing a 
seven year tenure for government employ¢P 
under the civil service—and sent on itsjway 
again. : 

The other feature to which the president 
objected—the abolifion of the Commerce 
court—will be left in the measure, but the 
temper of the senate on this program is yet to 
be ascertained. It is acknowledged at both 
ends of the capitol thatethere is a strong 
sentiment against the continuance of the 
court, and objection by the panate for this 
reason is not expected. 

So strong is the sentiment against the tri- 
bunail that leaders of both the senate and 
house believe if the president vetoes the bili 
as changed it can be passed over his objec- 
tion. 

Peculiar Changes of Front. 

In the vote in the house there were many 
peculiar changes of front on the part of the

Mexico City, Mexico, Aug. 15.—Beheaded 
by rebels after they had carried him away as 
a captive from a point near Morelia, capital 
of Michicoea, was the fate of Royan Ayers, 
an American civil engineer, according to 
official reports given by the minister of war, 
to American Ambassador Wilson. 

The capture of Ayers was reported to the 
embassy several days ago and Mr. Wilson 
requested the war department to send out a 
searching party. A detachment of troops 
was ordered out, but word was received from 
MoreMa that a searching party had discov- 
ered the headless body of Ayers. 


Rebels Flee from Juarez. 

Juarez, Mex., Aug. 15.—Preparations for 
the evacuation of Juarez began tonight and 
the first train was.dispatched over the Mex- 
ican Central railroad for the south. The last 
train is expected to leave at midnight, de- 
populating Juarez of rebel soldiers. 

The citizens’ vigilance committee is ready 
to take charge until the arrival of federal 
troops, which are reported to be on the way 
north.

BELIEVE M’MASTER SLAIN. 

Colon, Panama, Aug. 15.—La Epoca,-a 
newspaper of Cartagena, prints a photograph 
of the body of William B. MacMaster, 
the Undted States vice consul, who was kilied 
last Sunday. The picture shows what appar- 
ently were three bites in the right arm, in- 
dicating that the vice consi] had a scuffle 
with an assailant previous to being shot. 
News accounts of Mac Master’s death points 
to the ‘theory that he was murdered. 

According to am American who arrived here 
the body of the vice consul was found in a 
ravine a mile from the MacMaster hoene. 
It bore marks of blows on the right arm and 
back of the right ear, and there were several 
bullet wounds in. the region of the heart. 

The bullete found lodged in the liver were 
much larger than those used by MacMaster, 
showing beyond reasonable doubt that the 
vice consul had been murdered,

President’s Mansion Shelled During 
Leng Cannon Engagement. 


Washington. D. C., Auge 15.—The collier 
Justin, the state department learned today, 
artived at Corinto, Nilcaragua, yesterday 
with 350 marines, under command of Maj. 
Smedley Butler. It is believed this force 
was at once dispatched to Managua by Capt. 
Terhune of the gunboat Annapolis, who has 
charge of all’ military movements in Nica- 
ragua. 

The bombardment. of the capital which was 
begun last Sunday by the rebels under Gens. 
Mena and Zeledun was Still going on today. 

Belated cablegrams received here give a 
yivid picture of the conflict at Managua, 
which began last Sunday morning. 

‘At 4 o'clock in the afternoon insurgent of- 
ficers, Gen. Murillo and Col. Rostran, at- 
tacked the penitentiary with infantry and 
rapid fire gune in an attempt to liberate the 
prisoners. 

At 6 o’clock Monday morning Zeldon re- 
newed the attack, firing shell and solid shot 
from a three inch rifle into the city at the rate 
of twenty an hour, directed principally 
towards the president’s palace. 

The Chilean cohsulate and the house of Mr. 
Hamm, the American collector genera) of 
customs, were hit and the residence of the 
German consul suffered severely. Twelve 
women and children were wounded, 

During the bombardment Gen. Thomas 
attempted to take the government position at 
La Loma by assault, to which the govern- 
ment replied with cannon and the fire from 
trenches. 

After an engagement iasting two hours 
the government Yorces compeMed the rebels 
to withdraw.

‘The Parsnip. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE wholesome parsnip is generally an 
wnappreciated vegetable. Some of the 
excellent cook books devoted entirely to 
vegetables have no recipes for the cook- 
ing of parsnips, But the new domestic 

acience teachers have ‘enlarged the parsnip’s 
sphere of usefulness, 

One of the particular and dainty dishes made 
from this vegetable was perhaps devised by 
them—scalloped parsnips., Scalloped parsnips, 
with cracker instead of breadcrumbs, cooked 
with enough milk /jand butter d seasoning, 
are exéellent for a Sunday night. supper. 

This vegetable, like the carrot, iss fairly rich 
in starch and sugar, but it loses these readily 
in the cooking, so pains should be taken to 
keep them from dissolving and being Yost in 
the cooking’ water. The advocates of a more 
general use of this vegetable say that it has 
more sugar, and therefore more food value, 
than the carrot.

Boiled Parsnips.—Pour boiling water on the 
parsnips and boil for one hour... When done 
immerse quickly in cold water and the skin 
will slip off. 

Sugared Parsnips.—Boil parsnips until ten- 
der, peel and cut into quarters. Make a little 
sirup of one-half a cup of sugar and a luimp 
of butter. Pour over the parsnips and brown 
in. the oven, 

Southern Baked Parsnips,—Peel the pars- 
nips and boil in salted water until almost 
done; then drain and let cool, Put q little 
dripping into a baking dish, add a table- 
spoon of brown sugar, put in the parsnips 
with a little more sugar on top and a few 
bread crumbs. Bake twenty to thirty minutes 
until a light brown, 

Fried Parsnips.—Peel and slice lengthwise 
one pound of parsnips. Put in a deep frying 
pan and season with salt, one teaspoon of 
brown sugar, and one teaspoon of dripping or 
lard. pour over them boiling water to barely 
cover and cook for half an hour covered.

SCURVY. 

HIS spring Prof. Rosenau of Har 
vard, in lecturing on milk at Nortb- 
western university, said scurvy was 
about the only leg left for the anti- 
pasteurizers to standon. Four years 

ago anti-pasteurization was a regular centi- 
pede with an array of legs. 

Along came the German and British 
commissioners saying tuberculosis ‘in 
cows caused tuberculosis in 
one leg went off. The New Jersey court 
that decided {n favor of the tuberculin 
test took away another leg. Rosenau, 
‘when he showed that pasteurization 
killed consumption germs, took away ati- 
other. Ayres, Rogers, and Johnson, with 
the result of their researches on the ba- 
cilli of raw and pasteurized milk, shot 
away a dozen or more. The German in- 
vestigators who found even boiled mil 
more easily digested than raw milk too 
off another. 

The evidence that rickets is caused by 
epoiled milk and by thin milk, but not hy 
pasteurized milk, still further deformed 
the insect. Now, nothing: fs left but 
ecurvy, and even that leg is a regular 
Montgomery- Stone 6 


The American Pediatric society for the 
purpose of a clinical study was able to col- 
lect 856 cases of scurvy in children in the 
United States. 

More than 1,000 babies have summer 
complaint from bad. milk in Chicago this 
morning. 
cooked milk causes some scurvy, but the 
harm done is offset 1,000 times by the re- 
duction in infant ¢mprtality from bad 
milk. 

It is possible the Bohemian babies 
raised on boiled milk have more scurvy 
than the Italian babies ‘raised on raw 
milk, but I dare say the Bohemian moth- 
ers never noticed that their babies were 
ecurvied. 

Scurvy is a disease which develops. in 
people deprived of fresh food for a long 
time. Fresh vegetables are especially nec- 
essary. When people are given fresh 
meat they sometimes escape the disease, 
even though they have no fresh vege- 
tables. . But deprived of fresh yegetables, 
fresh méats, and fruits, they are pretty 
certain to get in trouble. 


— 
In the old days scurvy was a fearfule 
scourge, but now it is a medical curios- 
ity. Arctic explorers, dreading it worse 
than anything else, plan against {it and 
watch for it. Nansen, a fine planner anid 
a man of unusual foresight, managed to 
escape it both for himself and for his 
shipmates. Construction gangs, great 
boarders, gangs around mines, rolling 
mills, and stone quarries sometimes de- 
velop the disease even in one day, and fn 
our cities here and there an improperly 
fed baby shows signs of it. Griffiths’ 
etudy showed that 80 fer cent of the 
scurvy in babies was in those fed on pro- | 
prietary foods, 9. per cent were fed; on 
condensed milk, 19 per cent had had ste-- 
ilized milk, about 2 per cent had had 
breast milk only, and some had hat 
cow’s raw milk only.

ING PETER, having paid state visits 
to St. Petersburg, to Paris, and to 
Rome, has been endeavoring for some 
time past to arrange for similar offi- 
cial calls upon the German and Aus- 

trian emperors and King George of England. 

His visit to the court of Vienna has fre- 

quently been announced as imminent, but on 

each occasion it has been postponed at the 
last minute by the Austrian government. 

Now, however, both the Austrian and the 
German envoys at Belgrade have officially 
intimated to the Servian monarch that his 
presence at Vienna ami! Berlin is not desired 
dnd that it would be impossible to accord to 
him any state welcome in either capital, 

The reason for this slight, which ts calcu- 
lated to humiliate him so greatly in the eyes 
of the geople that it may cost him his throne, 
ig due to the fact that he reached the crown 
after the murder of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga, and that his connivancein the 
deed is shown by his retention of their actual 
assassins in high office at his court and mn 
his army despite the protests of foreign 
powers and even of his own children, 

It is aaid that he cannot help-himself, since 
were he to anger the regicides to whom he 
owes hig crown they would publish docu- 
mentary proof of his complicity in thé mur- 
der. 

The smuwb to the king is all the more severe 
since the Kings.of Bulgaria and Montenegro 
have been received during the course of the 
surmimer in the most cordial manner at both 
Vienna and Berlin.

If Peter was allowed to visit Paris in state 
it was because n.1870 he fought in the ranks 
of the French army, receiving the cross of 
the Legion of Honor for conspicuous galian- 
try under fire. 

If ‘welcomed at Rome it wae because his 
dead wife was Queen Helena’s eldest sister 
and his only daughter was almost entirely 
brought up by her royal Italian aunt. 

If permitted to visit St. Petersburg it was 
because two of his Montenegrin sisters-in- 
law are toarried to Russian grand dukes and 
his daughter now is the wife of a prince of 
the imperial family. 

Moreover, he was received by the czar not 
as a brother sovereign but as a varaal; and, 
whereas the emperor accorded the fraternal 
kiss to the rulere of Montenegro and Bul- 
garia when they visited him, he only gave 
a limp handshake to King Peter. It is doubt- 
ful whether he would even have received 
that had it not been considered necessary 
by the Muscovite government to show some 
good will to the most Russophile of Balkan 
states. 

Opinions had been expressed that Peter 
wotihd eventually Mve down the boycott in- 
stituted ageinst him by the foreign courts 
at the time of hie accession. . That these 
hopes are vain has just been shown by 
Kaisers William and Francis Joseph, whose 
action i# certain to be followed by King 
George.

Opening Battle of Series At- 
tracts 25,000 Fans to the 
West Side Park. 


MANY OUTSIDE GROUNDS.

What is thought to he the biggest week- 
day crowd that ever saw a game Of bali at 
the West Side grounds was present yesterday 
for the opening game of the Cubs-Giants se- 
ries. There have been bigger gatherings at 
world’s series games on a week day and at 
the post-season games between Cubs and 
White Sox, but never before have so many 
fane turned out for a regular scheduled 
weekday game. 

The actual attendance was not made publie 
by the management, but it is eafe to say there 
were 25,000 persons\in the grounds. Not 
since the sea@on of 1908, when the National 
league race was so close, with New York 
and Pittsburgh bunched with the Cubs at 
the top, has there been such interest in 
Chance’s team as that displayed yesterdey. 


Seats Filled at 2 O’Clock. 
Those who arrived at’ the grounds at 2 
o’clock; an hour before time to start the 


game, found that all, or practically alk of the 
seats were taken. More than a half hour before 
the game began it wae im@ossible to keep the 
cypwd in the sa andl the gates were opened on 
to the field. fteen minutes before the game a big 
circle, averaging about twenty deep, was formed 
around the outfield, and there were etill 4,000 per- 
pons clamoring on the outeide to get in. A lot 
of them gave up in despair and left. 

One man who arrived at the grounds soon after 
2 o'clock declared that he stood in line over a 
half-hour to get up to the ticket window to buy 
an admission ticket. The lines at all the windows 
were more then a block in length at that time. 

Secretary Williams said the gates were thrown 
open soon after noon, and that a big crowd was in 
Mne for tickete then. Downtown box seats were 
on gale at Spalding’s, but the crowd jammed frite 
the place so that it was impossible to hangile it 
and the sale was transferred to the park. 

A number of the box seats got into the hands of 
ticket speculatora, and the venders had no trouble 
disposing of their wares at a big profit in the after. 
noom. Scalpere stood on the sidewalks at both 
stations of the elevated road near the park and 
offered tickets for sale. 


Big Sale for Today’s Game. 


As soon aa the game of yesterday wae over the 
ticket window at the grounds wae thrown open 
for the sale of box seats for today’s game, and a 
line of buyers waa there for more than en hour. 
Last night Secretary Williame announced that the 
box seats for today’s, tomorrow's, and Sunday’s 
games would be placed on sale at the park and 
that no seats wouldb e soldat Spalding’s, as it was 
impossible to handle the crowd there. 

Indications are there will be es big a crowd 
today as yesterday, and a record breaking gather- 
ing for the Saturday contest.
